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At the reception given to the ladies and gentle¬ 
men of the press in the studios and art gallery 
of Mrs. Greatorex, 115 East Twenty-third street, 
on Thursday evening of last week, there were 
exhibited, besides the drawings and paintings of 
Mrs. Greatorox and her daughters, two portraits 
(undoubtedly originals) by Sir Joshua Reynolds. 
They have been sent to Mrs. Greatorex’s gallery 
by a southern lady, who desires to dispose of 
them, and gives their record as follows: 

“The family have no doubt of their being 
originals by Sir Joshua, and among the very first 
ever sold by him. My mother has often assured 
me of the fact. They are portraits of Mr. and 
Mrs. Grovej,£of London, who sent them as a 
present to their intimate friends, my greatgrand¬ 
mother and great grandfather, and they have 
been hanging in our drawing-room for five gen¬ 
erations.” r * 

These pictures are exceedingly interesting, and 
were recognised at the first glance by Mr. Daniel 
Huntington as good specimens of Sir Joshua’s 
early style. The lakes which he was so fond of 
using have proved very evanescent and have 
faded, leaving the pictures with a pallid hue, but 
they have the stately air of the great master’s 
works. 

Mrs. Greatorex’s rooms were also graced by 
some fine paintings, just unpacked, from Europe, 
owned by Mrs. Alexander Mitchell, of Milwau¬ 
kee, a lady who has done verv much to cultivate 
and elevate the taste for art in the West. Her 
pictures fropa the easels of Staigg, of Rome, Mr. 
F. Waller (who was of her party in a lengthened 
tour of Egypt, the Nile, the Bosphorus, &c.), 
Swaine Gifford, and some of our home-keeping 
artists, were much admired. Among the latter 
was a charming study of mountain woodland 
scenery t>y Mrs. Julia H. Beers, which showed a 
very marked advance on her previous work. 

In one corner of the room, on an old Louis 
Quin ze inlaid painting table, there wa3 a collec¬ 
tion of exquisite illuminations from the pencil 
of Mrs. Thurger of London (at present in New 
York), and Mrs. Connolly of Rome, the only A 
copyist to whom ha3 been granted the privilege 
of copying in the Vatican. Despite the excess¬ 
ive heat of the weather the guests seemed repaid 
for their attendance, in the social enjoyments of 
the evening, and in the many interesting works 
of art of which their marked appreciation lies so 
greatly encouraged Mrs. Greatorex in her efforts 
to form a social as well as artistic centre in Nss^
